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“BEST ROADS” FEDERATION. 

The form of organization proposed for the Fed- 
erated Road Council of St.: Louls seems admirably 
adapted to serve the purpose in view, which is to 
promote the construction of the “best roads.” The 
following 13 civic bodies and other associations that 
may wish to join the movement are entitled to one 
representative on the council for each $100 contrib- 
uted to the funds: 


Automobile Club, National Automobile Dealers’ 
Association, local Automobile Dealers’ Association, 
Chamber of Commerce, Associated Retailers, 
Clearing House Association, Real Estate Ex- 
change, Merchants’ Exchange, Rotary Club, Ad- 
vertising Men’s Club, Engineers’ Club, Central La- 
bor Union, Building Trades Council. 


But two officers of the Road Council will receive 
salaries, the secretary-manager and the legal adviser. 
The council Executive Committee will name a vice 
president for each of the 28 counties which lie within 
a radius of 100 miles from St. Louis. The county 
vice presidents in turn will name county executive 
committees consisting of one representative for each 
road district, city or township in their counties. 

Thus various civic organizations of St. Louis City 
which have direct or indirect interest in road im- 
provement are drawn together in a concerted, uni- 
fied movement. Some of them, acknowledging their 


how to make their influence felt. The Road Council 
affords them a channel through which their effort 
and money will be expended in combination, under 
| intelligent direction, instead of being expended sepa- 
rately with division of purpose or duplication of 
energies. In addition, the co-operation on the part 
of all city forces which recognize their duty to pro- 
mote the good road objective is brought in very close 
touch with the forces in the various near-by counties 
which are prepared to labor for the same ends. 

The Road Council will maintain bureaus specially 
charged with the responsibility of advancing proper 
road legislation, utilizing the publicity agencies of the 
press and platform and making available to all con- 
cerned information as to road building materials and 
all engineering and constructive problems encountered 
in highway improvement. 

St. Louis County, where an ambitious road project 
is already well advanced, presents an example of the

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THE GREAT NATIONAL SUGAR MYSTERY. | 
The available supply of sugar for the United States 
this year is placed by Federal authorities at 9,850,- 
000,000 pounds. While sugar is doled out to families 
in one-pound and two-pound packages and as high as 
16 and 16 cents a pound has been paid at wholesale, 


this supply figures out at the rate of 82 pounds 
for every man, woman and child in the country. Back 
in 1914, when we were buying sugar in any quantity, 
we had the money to pay for and were getting it at. 
the old conventional price of 20 pounds—sometimes 
22 pounds—for a dollar, the available supply averaged 
86 pounds for each, man, woman and child. 

Sugar has become the national mystery. Does the 
difference between 86 and 82 pounds per capita rep- 
resent the difference between plenty and cheapness 
and restricted purchases, at triple prices, with actual 
scarcity? 

A decline of fours pounds per inhabitant means a 
good deal of sugar in one sense, 440,000,000 pounds, 
but it does not mean much fn a national sense, hardly 
more than 4 per cent of the total available supply. 
With the habits of food saving retained from the war. 
probably in the sweetening we do for ourselves, we 
are each using at least four pounds less than we used 
jin 1914. Is much more than four pounds apiece being 
consumed in the increased manufacture of soft drinks

However, when the loess is porous, those | 
elements must frequently be renewed and moisture in 
considerable quantities is required for the best re-| 
sults. 

Conclusions from the survey are that St. Louis County | 
is especially adapted to dairying and fruit raising. We | 
had reason to suspect that from the teachings of prac- | 
tical experience. And—what we also had reason to. 
suspect before—it is shown that St. Loufs County is | 
very far from its possibilities of production in both | 
the dairying and fruit raising lines. | 

What other similar area has opportunities superior | 
te those of St. Louls County? It has the makings of 
a splendid soil. For whatever it can supply a de- 
pendable and constantly increasing demand exists. 
St. Louis City is a nearby market which will always 
consume much more than it can produce.

Defects in Financial System. 

All leading political parties, both 
national and State, have declared for 
the budget pian of making appro- 
priations. Financial reforms in the 
last three years have engaged th 
attemtion of at: le@st 15 of our States. 
Tilinois and Sosa have adopted 
the budget syster* in full: Magsachn- 
setts, Rhode Island ard Kentucky 
have been considering the adoption 
of the budget system in the very re- 
cent months; and Connecticut, Lou- 
isiana, Minnesota, Nebraska, New 
Jersey, North Dakota, Ohio, Oregoi, 
Washington and Wisconsin, each 
have, since the year 1915, passed 
laws adopting some of the leading 
features of the State budget system. 

The finances of all our large suc- 
cessful business enterprises are man. 
aged upon the bucget principles. The 
principles of the budget plan are 
“dvocated and supported by the 
leading college presidents and pub- 
licists in America. The glaring dc- 
fects of our State system of finances 
need no further discussion or inves- 
tigation. They are well known to 
all who have given any stugy to the 
question. Nobody will dare defend 
them. I need only mention a few of 
the many defects of our State finan- 
cial system t6 bring forcibly the 
great need of a State budget to the 
minds of the taxpayers of Missouri. 

Tax and Fiscal Years. 

Our State fiscul year begins on 
the first day of January and ends 
on the last day of December. The 
Payment of taxes usually begins in 
the month of October and continues 
for several months in the ensuing 
year. The tax year does not run 
with the fiscal year. The two should 
be the same. The Legislature in Mis- 
souri meets every two years. Hence 
the appropriations must ye made 
for the biennial period of the two 
calendar years. The Legislature does 
not meet until after the first of Jan. 
vary under our Constitution, and the 
State with all its departments, 
schools and State institutions, must 
be run on a credit basis until after 
the Legislature makes the appro- 
Ppriations. Appropriations must be 
made in a certain order under limi- 
tations of our Constitution. 

Our Constitution further provides 
that appropriations expire at the end 
of two years. So it is impossible fer 
the Legislature to make appropria- 
tions for a period of two and one- 
half years in order that our fiscal 
year might end on June 30, the 
Same as that of the Federal Govern- 
ment.

“High prices are not the fault of the farmer,” 
continued Mr. Barrett. ‘‘Consider this: <A few 
weeks ago the prices of pork, beef and corn 
dropped.

But did any manufacturer offer to recipro- 
cate by selling agricultural machinery or other 
wares to the farmer at a reduced price? Not 
in the least. The result is that the farmer is hit 
as much, if not more, by the high cost of living) 
as any other class in the community. 


‘“‘Tarmers are selling their grain-fed beeves 
and hogs for less than it costs to produce 
them, but the consumer finds little or no 
change in the price of. meat.”

Poi. THE IRISH APPEAL. 
Americans whose sympathies are aroused by the 
picture of Ireland's woes and the assertion of heg 
rights presented by Mr. de Valera, Mr. Walsh and 
others, should understand clearly what the appeal of 
these men means to the United States. 
We do not oppose the cause which Mr. de Valera 
represents. On the contrary, we have profound sym- 
pathy with the Irish aspiration for self-government. 
We recognize the right of Ireland to liberty and self- 
government. We do not question the right of Ire- 
| land to plead before the bar of public opinion for her 
| rights and liberties, but in view of the conditions in 
Ireland we question the judgment of Mr. de Valera 
and his associates on the method of gaining Irish 
freedom and we object emphatically to their inter- 
ference in American politics and policies in order to 
draw the United States into a conflict with England 
in behalf of Ireland. ! 
We view the issue they urge, not from an Irish 
or a British, but an American standpoint. We admit 
the right of Irishmen to determine what sort of 
government they shall have to develop their resources 
and control their destiny, but we do not admit that 
it is the duty of American people, at any cost, to see 
that Irishmen get the kind of government they want. 
It may be the duty of Ireland to struggle for it and 
the duty of Britain to grant it, but it is not the duty 
of the United States to force Great Britain to grant it 
and either to risk or go to war for this purpose. 
‘We deny that American interests, must be sacrificed 
for Irish interests and the world embroiled in &n- 
other war on behalf of Irish interests. . 
These gentlemen admit that Ireland does not have 
the physical or financial strength to gain her free- 
dom from Great Britain. They want the physical 
and financia]) strength of the United States back 
of Ireland's demand. We draw the line there. 

They ask that our Government recognize the Irish 
republic, send a Minister to it and begin to deal with 
the Irish republic and trade with Ireland, regardless 
of the will of Great Britain. 

The Irish republic for which this complete recogni- 
tion is sought has & name but no habitation outside 
of the hearts of its adherents and no means of func- 
tioning. It has no functioning government or home 
to which a Minister can be sent. If we recognize the 
Irish republic we grievously offend Great Britain. 
If we send a Minister to Ireland against Great Brit- 
ain’s will, we must send him in a warship and set 
up and maintain the government to which he is ac- 
credited. If we attempt to trade directly with Iré- 
land against Great Britain’s will we must convoy, our 
merchant ships with warships and protect our trade 
with arms. 

The Irigh advocates do not ask this in plain words, 
but all of it is the logic of their demand for recogni- 
tion, co-operation and direct trade with Ireland, re- 
gardiess of Great Britain's will. It is the inevitable 
consequence of our undertaking to force Great Brit- 
ain to grant Irish separation from the British em- 
pire. 

That the representatives of the Irish republic want 
ultimately the physical intervention of the United 
States is proved by their opposition to the League of 
Nations, the only instrument through which our 
moral support and the moral support of the world in 
behalf of Irish liberty and self-government can be 
given voice and force without inviting war. They 


" Shall we reject this organized force for interna-

reject the League of Nations, embodying the effort 
of the nations to co-operate in maintaining justice 
and liberty and permanent peace.

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CARDINAL MEBCIER’S TESTIMONY. 

Punctiliously declining to express an opinion on 
pending public questions, Cardinal Mercier, never- 
theless, made a powerful argument for prompt ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty and for the League of Na- 
tions. He did it by reciting facts with which he is 
too sadly familiar and by a prophecy, which, be- 
cause of his knowledge of Europe, past and present, 
commands the gravest respect. 

The facts had to do with Belgium. Deeply grate- 
ful_as the Belgians are for the generous assistance 
rendered them, without which so many thousands 
more must have perished, they do not want longer 
to live on the world’s bounty. They want to get 
back’ on their feet and earn their way. Their needs 
are grievous. Their industrial plants have been 
stripped or wrecked by what the Cardinal describes 
as “Germany's dreadful efficiency.” They need raw 
materials. They need everything requisite to re- 
building their industrial structure. They need money. 
They do not ask for any of those things. . They are 
in the market to buy. They will pay with thefr toil. 
The work of reconstruction has already been vali- 
antly undertaken, but it proceeds slowly. It cannot 


attain a hopeful momentum until peace is formally 
proclaimed and the last vestige of war's restrictions | 
and encumbrances is swept away. In a word, the'| 
material resurrection of Belgium awaits the rele 
tion of the peace treaty by the United States Senate.

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BELGIUM AND BEER. 
Excellent reports have heen coming from Europe 
lately as to the progress the Belgians were making 
in getting back to their remarkable prewar form. 
Those reports wete convincingly certified to Monday, 
when the King was informied by a delegation of in- 
veatment—bankers that the Foreign Securities Com- 
mittee of their association had decided to recommend 
Belgian bonds for investment to Americans. Over- 
joyéd at the news, Albert confidéntly observed that 
Belgium's ‘securities are good and will be paid.” 
But how can this judgment of ‘hard-headed finan- 
cjers be reconciled with the fiats of a large and re- 
putedly growing cult? If the prohibitionists are 
right as to the effect of Demon Rum, even in its 
mildest manifestations, on the industrial efficiency 
of a péople, then the Belgians ought to be a béaten, 
hopeless lot.

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THE OPTICS OF THE CONSCIOUS SELF,

HROUGH time as through a telescope, the

The named self, John Smith, for example, !s 
merely a temporary focus of the cosmic self 
and can never hope to express the cosmic self 
except in a very weak and limited manner.

When a named self, call him Rider Haggard, 
is lying recuperating from the toils of the finite 
life, the cosmic self of him, unnamed and in- 
capable of growing weary, is exercising a little 
of its powers scanning the environment of the 
named self, and thus sees the sad end of a 
favorite dog, which vision is by the optics which 
characterize the two selves, flashed into the 
brain of the named self, and Haggard, focusing 
as a wakeful human integer, describes the 
vision on waking.

There is, of course, nothing extravagant In these’ 
demands. Yet, when redueed to concrete terms, 
what do they involve? Can the farmers obtain an 
eight-hour day and a 40-hour week? Can they 
have a minimum return guaranteed them by law? 
Union labor asks these things. To the farmer 
they are manifestly oyt of the question. : 

Indeed, the farmer is the first to feel the eff 
of the return to normal after a period of inflation.

A storm that had 
suddenly broken over the lake 
caused the mishap and they were 
rescued by a passing steamer. Capt.

with the falsification of cotton bills 
of lading. 

The bond had been fixed by Judge 
Garesche at $50,000, but this was 
reduced by Judge Taylor with the 
consent of Circuit Attorney McDan- 
jel. After his arrest Mulligan said 
he knew nothing of the alleged forg- 
eries and said he had banked the 
bills of lading in the belief that they 


‘Were good. 


Fraud of $160,006 Reported. 

The complaint was made by the 
St. Louis Union Bank, now merged 
with the First National Bank. While 
the indictments allege that Mulligan 
fraudulently obtained $30,000 from 
the bank, Circuit Attorney McDaniel 
today said the total number of of- 
fenses alleged was about 25 and the 
total amount alleged to have been 
obtained on fraudulent bills of 
lading was $160,000. The iregulari- 
ties, he said, all occurred in the 
last year. 

It is charged in the indictments 
that Mulligan borrowed money from 
the bank on bills of;lading which he 
represented to be nuine evidences 
of his ownership of cotton and that 
these bills of lading falsely purport- 
ed to bear the signatures of agents 
of railroads over which the cotton 
Was represented to have been 
shipped.

It 
was from the beginning a regularly 
constituted company, of singers who) 
lived in community, with a clergy- | 
man of high rank, usually a Bishop, 
jat its head. 

The choir of St. Peters was found- 
ed 13 centuries ago by Pope Greg-

District to 460 Persons 
in 14 Days. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROCK ISLAND, IIL, Oct. 25.—The 
“Own Your Own Home” movement, 
for which the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor stands sponsor, has 
received a decided impetus in the 
sale of the houses built by the Gov- 
ernment for housing war workers 
in the United States Arsenal terri- 
tory, at Rock Island, Moline and 
| East Moline. In 15 days all of the 
460 houses here were sold to 460 
purchasers. 

Before the war there were about 
1800 employes at the United States 
Arsenal, but under stress of war ac- 
tivities the number was increased to 
12,500, with consequent shortage of 
housing accommodations, Congress 
appropriated $100,000,000 for hous- 
ing war workers, 

At the time of the signing of the 
armistice the Government had 75 
housing projects under way, but the 
number has since been reduced to 
about 25 projects, in which 6000 
Government houses have been com- 
pleted. Two of the projects are lo- 
cated on the Pacific Coast, at Brem- 
erton, the Navy Yard at Seattle, and 
Mare Island, near San Francisco. 
The projects in the Middle West are 
located in the Rock Island district 
and at Hammond, Ind. There are 
completed houses at Niles and Alli- 
ance, in Ohio, and Erie, Pa. The 
other houses are located at various 
points on the Atlantic Coast from 
Maine to Norfolk, Va., where thera 
is an important housing develop- 
ment.

The number of Govern- 
ment houses at Rock Island, Moline 
and East Moline was 460. 

The first step in the preparation 
for the sale was to have a sale price 
placed on the houses by a board of 
survey. 

The board acted under inatructions 
to place a fair market value upon the 
properties, having in mind that ex- 
‘cess war cost should be borne by the 
general public instead of by tndivid- 
ual workers buying homes for them- 
selves. In order to encourage home 
buying, the terms of sale were made 
cash payment of 10 per cent of the 
purchase price, with the balance pay- 
able in monthly installments of 1 per 
cent of the purchase price, including 
interest at 6 per cent. 

IAberal Terms Allowed. 

As an additional favor to tenants 
of the houses who were unable to 
pay 10 per cent of the purchase 
price, at the discretion of the sales 
agents the tenants have been allowed 
'to purchase on monthly payments of 
|'an amount equal to the rent plus $10, 
|but In a very large majority of the 
purchases a cash payment of 10 per 
cent or more has been made. 

A sales force was organized with 
branch offices located near the 
properties and no two houses were 
sold to any single purchaser. The 
houses are of one and two-story con- 
struction, aontaining four, five and 
six rooms, and the average sale price 
was about $3000. The total sales ag- 
gregated $1,254,010. About 95 per 
cent of the houses were bought by 
their tenant occupants, and the ben- 
efits to the community of converting 
this number of tenants {nto Individ- 
ual home owners, it ts believed, will 
prove considerable. 


WAR HERO, VIRTUALLY BLIND 
STUDIES LANDSCAPE GARDENING 


Veteran at University of Dlinois Also 
Lost Arm, but Fights to 
Overcome Handicaps.

URBANA, IIL, Oct. 25.—The right 
sleeve of his coat is empty and his 
sight is virtually gone, but Frank 
A. Schrepfer of Chicago, war veteran 
holds his own in landscape garden- 
ing classes at the University of Iili- 
nois where he is registered with 
other vocational education students. 

His army career was with the 
83rd division where he was regi- 
mental supply Sergeant with the 
ammunition train. Oct. 8, 1918, he 
was issuing supplies when a three- 
inch shell killed three men outright, 
wounded several others, blew off 
Schrepfer’s right arm, and inflicted 
65 other wounds, 

While in the hospital at Washing- 
ton, D. C. he learned of the voca- 
tional education plan and selected 
Illinois as the’ school giving the 
course he wanted. At the outbreak 
of the war Schrepfer had been an 
art student with an ambition to be- 
come a painter. His first step was 
to build a little greenhouse at his 
home in Chicago.

Arthur C. Meyers Served 
on U-Boat Patrols and 
at Brest. 


After more than two years’ over- 
Seas naval service in Brest, the En- 
giish Channel and the North Sea, | 
Senior Lieutenant Arthur C. Meyers, | 
33, of 3611 North Taylor avenue, 
has returned’ to his home. His chief 
duties until the signing of the armi- 
stice were to patrol for U-boats and 
to meet troop convoys to strengthen 
them.
